EX-SERVICE MEN 


bureau of War Risk Insurance 
May C hange Decision in Re­ 
gard to Allowances. 


Notice of an important ruling 
by 
i the War Risk Insurance Bureau has 
been 
received 
by 
the 
Gettysburg 
Home 
Service station 
of the 
Red 
jCross. 
Under the present ruling of 
I the Bureau an ex-service 
man could 
i not apply 'for n Class A allowance af­ 
ter he was discharged from the ser- 
J vice. 
j 
As a result of this decision, many 
men did not know until after they 
i had been discharged 
that their de­ 
pendents, wives and children, had not 
' received the government 
allowance. 
' According to the former ruling they 
j were unable to make a claim against 
the government 
because they 
had 
[signed an agreement of release. 
It has been announced to the Red 
Gross that if enough cases arise the 
War Risk Insurance Bureau will con­ 
sider amending the ruling 
to allow 
applications to be made 
six months 
I after the man 
had been discharged. 
Men who failed to receive their full 
allowance have 
been requested 
to 
notify the Red Cross giving the fol- 
■ lowing information: former unit, ser- 
i ial number, date of discharge, date of 
enlistment and 
number of 
depon­ 
e n t s . 
I 
It has also been 
announced that 
claims 
of 
air service cadets 
who 
were in training will be received for 
•the difference between the amount of 
pay they received and $100 to which 
they were entitled. 
It includes those 
men who were in flying schools from 
July 13, 1917, to June 30, 1918, and 
in ground schools 
from August 21, 
11917, to June 30, 1918. 
The air ser- 
ivice cadet is also entitled to a fifty 
I f»er cent increase in pay when they 
were placed on flight duty by their 
commanding officer.
